iollonicg conolusioDB : _;; -• ■> 

1, Tbp protocols of Conference, showing 
the proceaa by which llio Uommiasioners ar- 
rived Hi Ibi) coiicluaiona embodied in tho 
Treftly, may be so coastruoil aa to .favor the 
ineluBion of British Oolumbia. 

3. The fiabery BrliCles of the Treaty, with 
which this Province is.lmjiortantly concerned, 
are: not very clear, 

3. The Vfhole TroAty— protocoli and text— 
cannot be held to include British Columbia, 
on tho ordiiiary rules of intorprolalion for such 
documenla. 

Wo will diBOUss those points io tho 
order io which we have stated thorn, 
in a Bories of artioleB which wo hope will 
bo UBofal in aSiieting the judgment ol 
our SenatorB aod members iu any prac- 
tical action which thoy may boo fit to 
rocommend to tho Duminion Govorn- 
monl at Ottawa. Wo will examine, in 
the first place, tbo protocols of the Con- 
fercDCo'. Tho first important document 
is tho letter ot Sir Jild Tliornton to Mr 
Fish, dated WaBhinglun Juii 26lh, 1871. 
This lottor stalea tho f^rouiid on which 
tho Briiitih GovtTiuiu'nl propofled u 
conference. Ho euya that England 
waalfl io oome to a " friendly and com- 
plete " uudorBtanding with the United 
States - as tho extent of the rights 
which LclOiii^ to iho tmbjoots uiid ciu- 
zens of tbo two countries respeoiivt ly 
With roforoiioo to tlio fisheries on the 
coasts of Her Majesty's posscssio7is in 
North Jmerica, iaA as to any other 
qaestioDB between them wh'ch affoot tho 
relatione ot tho United States towards 
these poBsoesions. Tbis phraHcology is 
coroprebensive, and withcni doubt in- 
cludes BriUsh Columbia and tbo fishor- 
iee ol British Uoluinbia. Tho practicul 
proposal, Uowever, which Sir B Tborn- 
ton gees on to make, is of limited char- 
actor — rather too limited, odo might 
think, for tho purpose ot arriving at a

relations of the TJnitod States 'towards

Tbo Hornl loiter of appointra> t, iGth 
Feb, 1871, was no doubt intended to be 
framed, moro or less, npon tho correa- 
pnndoncQ which hod piiPsed previously 
liotwoon the Governmonts, bat Io all 
probability aomeold form was followed, 
tho terms of which were not very close, 
ly scanned. At all evontt*, it appears 
to an outsider that iho defect in tho 
powers of tho English Commiseionerrt 
was quickly discovered and priclioally 
cured This .appears from the fact that, 
at their first sitting 27ih F"eb,1871. the 
Joint ComtnisBioners, aotina; ihoo, and 
afterwards, as tho public believe, io oou- 
etant oommiiiiicalion, by lelogropb or 
othorwise, with their roepectiro govorn- 
monts, determined U(,on two thing'', 
iaAioIyrrl. , Tliat th^sobj^oj for dls- 
oasBion 'Btjeald'" be th^fl©"' meStioued in 
tho oorrespondcnco bot^eoii the Govo»u- 
meuty.

Thornicn's proposal and id the letter of ap 
pointmeiit) of ilio discueaioD to queatiODS on 
wliioh (iilliTcncii? 'hud uriaen,' was abandoned 
by the UomraiBsioi. and un endeavor raadp 
biOQdly to aecuro a 'Irieudly and con:iplote' 
uiiduisiaudiu}; between tho two countrio", 
both 68 to qaesnona which hud arisen and 
which were immiDeot. This point should be 
nttedj beoanse otherwise it might be said aa 
(ur as the Protocols were oonoarpod. "Tbo 
Conunis'ioo prnposed and WBB in fact em- 
powered only to deal with questions on 
which differoncss 'bud uTiieii,' Apart from 
tho northwest waior boundary qucs'ioa, 
wiiioh vsas a epocitieit queJiioH, no difler- 
enees bad arisen between Ibe two govero- 
menis as 10 any British Columbian queBiion, 
coofcquonily the Treaty was not mesol to 
ai ply 10 Bnliali Ooluiubia. Aysia, in oon- 
siderinK llie I reuiy iitfcK by the light of tho 
Piotocols, it may be eaid ii is not Iimiifld (o 
the eustern pnriloo tl the cuDtiueo'; ttie 
Tre.iiy dodh with British Columbia ui^d 
Northwest Canadian matters. British Col- 
umbian matters, other than the water booo- 
dary qutiBlloD, could oofily have been ex- 
copied had puch besen liio ioieBtioo, bat tba 
Piuvince ia not excepted. As to ihe Gsherica 
tno pieliminury coircspoiideuco which was 
ad-jpied by the Uominiesi jQ as a basis lor 
difcufsion meniioua broadly, as already said, 
'ibu fijberiea oo the coasts of Iler Majssty'e 
po-aeesioos in Norih America.' which possei^ 
ciixis include Hrilish UolotDbIs, also Hud- 
eon Buy and Aitic Qshi ries. There is no 
liimtiiiioD of Ihe proposed diPCU»<eioD lo the 
fiiherlBB of tho Domii iun of Canada, nor lo 
slieQuU rifcH of ilio KasternJ poriion raorely 
ol Her Majesty's poasessions iu North Ameri- 
ca. The terms are ooroprebeBaiTe, .Some 
(urthor lii;hl on ibis fishery matter is coa- 
laintd in ihe Protocols. On the Ctb March 
the linlihli t;oimni<-Hiooi-rs ntutod that Ibey 
were prepared lo diKouss Ihe question of the 
ti hciies either in daml &r generally, so as 
oiihnr to I riiur into ui) examination ol lha 
reepfcliva ri^liis of tho two countries under 
the Treaty of I6I8 aod the general law ol 
naiioDs, or to approach at onee the lettlemtnt 
uj ike nucsiion un a coinprekeimie bash.
